Institute -of Vienna on dirt. taken from finger 
nails, and teventy-cight examinations have resulted 
similarly in nearly every case. ° ies 

‘The method pursued was to put the dirt taken from 
finger nails in “cultivating media,” such as are used 
for supplying germs with food on which to develop. 
The crop that giew from the germs in the dirt was a 
varied one, and included among otkers thirty-six kinds 
of microcceci and eighteen of bacilli. a 

In some parts of the country.a acratch from a nail is 
resurded as poizoncs, ard there are many well-eatab- 
lished instances of serious wounds having been ceensioned 
iu this way. It, kowever, is not the nail, but the dirt in 
the nail wick do-s the mischief. ; 

The obvious inference of the results of the exyeri- 
menta made in Vienna is tbat dirty nails should Le 
avoided, and that no wound or cut or even a scratch 
should ever be tonched by fingers with dirty rails, as 
there is no knowing what poison may Le lurking there.
